The  records  for  the  history  of  this  family  have  been  gathered  from  material  found 
in  the  county  libraries,  family  histories,  bible  records  and  personal  reports  that  have 
been  known  to  the  older  relatives  and  friends  for  a  number  of  years.

life  on^the  unknown  shores.  They  were  good  farmers  and  in  the  new  country  there  would 
be  p>lenty_of  room -for  each -farmers — They  could  worship  as  they  believed,  and  ^educate 
theirjchildren-^s-thejr-savr '-fit,  taxing  themselves  as  their  needs  arose  for  their  own 
group.

Gebrge^Washington  was  appointed  com- 
w«nriBr  of  t.he_j^helS~°a^Tiv  in  I WST  D.A.R.  rpnorll  show  t,hai:^thO  father  ol"  Jacob  And 
David  Fudge  served  in  the  army  under  Washington  for  7  years.  The  Fudge  home  had  been 
established  in  what  was  later  named  Rockingham  County,  Va.  It  was  in  the  log  cabin 
home  that  the  two  Fudge  brothers  were  born,  Jacob,  Dec.  26,  1779 »  and  David,  Nov.  17, 
1781.  The  father,  David  Fudge,  came  home  from  the  war  in  1782.  He  died  shortly  after¬ 
ward.  The  mother  was  left  with  the  two  babies  to  care  for. 


At  that  time  life  in  the  wilderness  was  not  an  easy  one.  It  was  not  at  all  like 
our  way  of  living  in  I960,  hard  even  to  imagine  it.  The  logs  which  made  the  only  walls 
of  the  cabin  did  not  fit  close  together  and  were  chinked  with  clay  filled  in  the  cracks. 
The  space  for  the  window  was  covered  with  greased  paper,  to  let  in  the  daylight.  The 
food  was  obtained  from  the  wild  life  of  the  woods,  wild  turkeys,  deer  or  fish.  The 
chimney  was  made  out  of  rocks,  held  in  place  by  the  clay  cement.  Of  course,  all  of 
the  cooking  and  heating  came  from  the  fire  in  the  fireplace.  If  the  fire  went  out, 
by  accident,  it  had  to  be  started  by  striking  a  spark  on  a  rock  with  a  flint  like  Boy 
Scouts  do  today.  The  few  dishes  and  pans  had  to  be  cleaned  after  each  meal  as  there 
were  very  few  of  them  to  be  used.  Such  was  the  life  for  Elizabeth  Fudge  in  the  new 
country. 


The  county  histories  of  Montgomery  and  Warren  Co.  Ohio  give  this  data.  In  1784 
she  married  a  neighbor  whom  she  had  known  in  Germany.  He  was  Tetrarch  Keesling.  They 
continued  on  the  farm  until  1786  when  they  sold  the  place,  and  joined  a  group  of  emi¬ 
grants,  who,  in  covered  wagons  with  all  of  their  belongings  therein,  traveled  by  way 
of  Cumberland  Gap  in  the  mountains  into  the  State  of  Kentucky.  For  several  years  they 
were  there,  some  of  the  group  on  government  land  which  they  were  allowed  to  hold  by 
paying  the  taxes  on  it.  Finally,  most  of  them  decided  to  move  on  into  the  Ohio  region 
in  1793.  They  built  rafts  to  ferry  their  wagons  and  cattle  across  the  river  and  then 
treked  on  up  the  region  in  Warren  Co.  where  Lebanon  now  stands.  There  the  Keeslings 
bought  government  land,  500  acres,  at  $1.25  an  acre.  Another  log  cabin  was  easily 
built  since  the  forest  trees  were  being  cleared  away  for  the  fields  to  be  farmed.

The  Ordinance  of  178?  was  opening  up  the  lands  of  the  Northwest  Territory  for  the  hope¬ 
ful  farmers  of  America. 

In  this  home  the  Fudge  boys  grew  to  manhood.  In  1799 »  the  original  farm  was  sold 
and  another  bought  over  near  Springboro,  Ohio.  In  a  cemetery  on  that  farm  where  they 
spent  the  rest  of  their  lives,  lie  buried,  Tetrarch  and  Elizabeth  Fudge  Keesling.  Their 
monuments  can  be  seen  there. 

The  Fudge  boys  were  given  their  father1 s  inheritance  when  they  became  of  age  in 

1804.  They  went  on  farther  up  along  Twin  Creek  Valley  and  bought  a  large  acreage  of 

land.  Jacob  went  to  Cincinnati  to  get  the  deed.  The  business  was  transacted  in  the 
upstairs  of  a  log  cabin.  The  agent  tried  to  persuade  Jacob  to  buy  land  in  the  region 
of  Cincinnati  but  he  was  satisfied  with  the  site  along  Twin  Creek  even  if  there  were 
still  Indians  to  be  dealt  with.  The  settlers  could  buy  com  from  them  with  a  few 
trinkets.  David  went  back  to  Lebanon  in  1804  and  induced  a  neighbor  and  friend  Eliza¬ 
beth  Hunter  to  become  his  bride  and  share  the  log  cabin. 

By  that  time  Ohio  had  become  a  state.  Jacob  Fudge  was  elected  the  first  sheriff 
of  the  county,  although  Preble  Co.  was  not  formed  until  1808.  Then  Jacob  married 
Elizabeth  Potterf  in  1810. 

In  was  in  1812  that  David  and  Elizabeth  bought  a  farm  up  in  Monroe  Twp.  Preble 

Co.  They  still  had  a  500  acre  farm  and  also  the  log  cabin  to  begin  with.  There  were 

four  children  in  the  David  Fudge  family  by  this  time,  three  boys  and  one  girl.  The  log 
cabin  served  its  purpose  and  was  followed  by  a  substantial  brick  house  which  stood  for 
many  years.  The  family  of  David  increased  to  9  boys  and  3  girls.  Jacob's  family  reach¬ 
ed  13;  10  girls  and  3  boys.  These  became  the  ancestors  of  the  Fudges  in  the  region  of 
Farmersville,  Gratis,  Eaton,  and  in  fact,  scattered  all  over  the  U.S.,  as  is  revealed 
in  the  genelogical  history  which  follows.

E.  The  reasons  for  the  first  emigration  of  the  German  farmers  to  America  can 
be  found  in  Encyclopedias,  histories,  reference  books. 

F.  The  Preble  Co.  history  of  1881  has  a  brief  account  of  the  family  history 
of  the  Fudge  and  Keesling  families  and  pictures  of  the  farm  homes  of 
Franklin  Fudge,  Susan  Fudge  Gregg  and  Amos  Fudge  descendants  of  the  Jacob 
Fudge  family.

The  will  of  David  Fudge  is  on  record  in  the  courthouse  at  Eaton,  Preble  Co., Ohio. 
The  first  daughter  was  disinherited  because  she  married  against  her  father’s  will. 

There  were  no  descendants  from  her  family. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  will: 

DAVID  FUDGE’S  WILL 

In  the  presence  of  the  All-wise  God,  I  David  Fudge,  of  the  County  of  Preble  and 
State  of  Ohio  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  as  follows,  towit  ’’First  -  my 
funeral  expenses  and  expenses  of  settling  up  my  Estate  Shall  be  paid.  Second  To  my 
beloved  wife  Elizabeth  I  give  all  my  personal  property  of  every  description  to  be 
absolutely  her  own,  and  also  give  her  the  rents  of  all  my  lands,  during  her  natural 
life,  Providia  Should  She  be  deceased  or  become  incapacitated  to  take  the  care  of  or 
to  devise  the  Said  property  before  this  will  can  be  executed,  then  I  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  devise  To  my  Son  Robert  N.  I  give  five  hundred  dollars  To  my  Son  Joseph,  I  give 
five  hundred  Dollars,  to  my  daughter  Catharine  Pence  I  give  two  hundred  Dollars,  To 
my  grand  Daughter  Elizabeth  Coovert  one  hundred  Dollars,  and  the  balance  to  be  divided 
Equal  between  all  my  heirs  with  the  exception  of  David  U.  Stebbins.  Third  in  consider¬ 
ation  of  my  having  given  to  my  children  as  here  named  Jacob,  Daniel,  George,  James, 
Thomas  (now  deceased)  John  and  my  daughter  Catharine  Pence,  a  considerable  amount  of 
property  I  divide  my  Real  Estate  as  follows.  To  my  Son  Robert  N.  I  give  all  of  the 
East  half  of  Section  five  (5)  Township  Eight  (8)  Range  two  (2)  East,  of  the  County  of 
Preble  and  State  of  Ohio  that  I  now  own.  The  Said  Robert  N.  Shall  pay  or  cause  to  be 
paid  to  the  heirs  of  my  Son  David  (now  deceased)  when  the  youngest  child  comes  of  age 
two  hundred  Dollars,  the  Said  Robert  N.  Shall  pay  the  customary  rent  for  the  Said  land 
until  the  death  of  my  Said  wife,  and  at  her  death  he  is  then  to  have  the  free  and  clear 
title  of  Said  land.  To  my  Son  Joseph  I  give  the  North  west  quarter  of  Section  five 
Township  Eight  Range  two  East  of  the  County  of  Preble  and  State  of  Ohio,  the  Said  Joseph

Shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Ridenour  and  her  heirs  when  the 
youngest  child  comes  of  age  six  hundred  Dollars,  the  Said  Joseph  Shall  pay  the  custom¬ 
ary  rent  until  the  death  of  my  Said  wife  and  at  her  death  then  he  Shall  have  the  clear 
and  free  title  of  Said  land.  To  David  Stebbins  I  give  fifty  cents  -  I  now  make  and 
appoint  William  Risinger  my  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  Testimony 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  Set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  the  14th  Day  of  April  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1861.
